Don Ben- 
edetti, Marty Norman, and Blair 
drove the ball down to the l-yard 
line where Benedetti bulled over 
for the score. 


The Golden Horde came back 
with an 80-yard sustained drive, cli- 
maxed by Joe Tiago’s touchdown 
smash. Giammona’s conversion 
was wide. 


A Hartnell pass interception set 
up the second Panther tally on the 
San Jose 44. Arnold Carillo, dimi- 
nutive halfback, broke. off tackle 
for nine yards, and on second down 
Elmer Valli crossed ‘em up with a 
a 35-yard aerial to Tom Grant for 
six points. Norman split the up- 
rights to make it 13 to 6 in the 
second quarter. 

With three minutes remaining 
in the half Wallace Perry broke off 
guard and zig-zagged his way to 
a touchdown with a 40-yard dash. 
Giammona elected, to run the con- 
version but was smothered short of 
the goal line. The Spartababes re- 
covered a fumble in the Hart back-

Midway in the third quarter the 
Panthers put together another sus- 
tained drive with Benedetti scoring 
from the 2-yard line. Norman,

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High Hills Of 
Monterey County

The Monterey district of the 
Los Padres forest was established 
primarily for watershed protection. 
The eastern side of the reserve pro- 
vides 60 per cent of the water of 
the Salinas River through the Na- 
cimiento, San Antonio and Arroyo 
Seco rivers. In addition to this the 
San Luis ranger district furnishes 
a good part of the remaining total 
of the river’s water. This water 
isn’t always seen on the surface but 
flows underground, building up 
the subsurface water table. 


Water in the west is probably 
one of the most important factors 
affecting agricultural and indus- 
trial expansion. In fact the entire 
economy of the west is based upon 
n adequate supply of water. So 
every westerner should be an ar- 
dent conservationist. A water 
shortage caused by fire or other 
damage to the watershed land af- 
fects the pocketbooks as well as the 
general well-being of the people 
of the west. 

The principal coastal streams of 
the reserve are the Carmel, Little 
Sur, Big Sur rivers and the Big and 
Willow creeks. The Carmel River 
is the most important stream on 
the coast primarily because it pro- 
vides water for the Monterey Pe- 
ninsula. There are two dam sites 
on this stream; one, the San Cle- 
mente, is used for the water sup- 
ply of the peninsula, and the sec- 
ond is the Los Padres Dam which 
was built to act as a silt retaining 
basin and storage dam for the San 
Clemente. The San Clemente dam 
was constructed in 1926 with a 
water capacity of 1,500 acre feet. 
Today the dam has silted up 25 
per cent, thus its water capacity 
now stands at 1,125 acre feet or 780 
million gallons. (An acre foot of 
water is water spread over an acre 
of the land to the depth of one 
foot.) A forest fire on the water- 
shed of this dam would eccelerate 
the silting tremendously and in ad- 
dition would contaminate the 
water supply with soda ash. The 
Los Padres Dam is of recent con- 
struction —1948— and has a ca- 
pacity of 3,000 acre feet or one bil- 
lion gallons. The da mis located 
upstream on the Carmel River, six 
miles from the San Clemente Dam. 


The Little Sur River which 
drains the northwestern portion of 
the forest flows directly into the 
ocean. The Big Sur drains the 
central section of the reserve. Some 
of its. water is used for recreational 
purposes in the Big Sur State Park 
and a small portion is used for ir- 
rigation at the Molera ranch,, lo- 
cated at the mouth of the river. 
The majority of the water is re- 
turned to the ocean. Big and Wil- 
low creeks drain the southern 
coastal sections. Big Creek has a 
runoff capacity about equal to 
that of Big Sur River.

The week of November 11-17 is 
National Book Week. In its be- 
ginning in 1919, Book Week was 
limited to children’s books and was 
of little interest to the general 
public, Today, it is widely ob- 
served by special book editions in 
newspapers and large hook displays 
to advertise the new fall books by 
libraries, publishers, and book- 
stores alike. 


For the many students who have 
read “Seventeenth Summer,” the 
name of Maureen Daly is not new. 
As editor of the new “Profile of 
Youth” Miss Daly with her staff of 
15 has done an outstanding job of 
presenting a composite view of the 
young people of this country, their 
problems and the means used to 
cope with them. The twelve case 
studies used represent a cross-sec- 
tion of common problems and are 
presented in a highly readable 
style edited with intelligence, sym- 
pathy, and objectivity. 

Another popular novelist who 
has turned his talents to nonfiction 
is Thomas Costain, who has just 
published the second volume of 
his pageant of England, “The Mag- 
nificent Century.” Written in nar- 
rative style, this history of England 
during the twelfth century affords 
lively, colorful historical reading. 

We get many first-hand impres- 
sions of other countries from our 
fellow Americans traveling abroad 
but not many candid accounts by 
foreigners traveling in our coun- 
try. In “Innocents From Abroad,” 
Kenneth Harris, one member of 
the Oxford debating team touring 
the U.S— puts down his reactions 
to Americans and American cos- 
tumes; making friendly but pun- 
gent comments on everything from 
politics to the negro question. 

A new and'rising scientific trend 
of interpreting animal behavior in 
terms of co-operation is the basis 
of “Co-operation Among Animals: 
With Human Implications,” by Bi- 
ologist W. C. Allee. It is timely, 
enjoyable reading in sociobiological 
adventures with great significance 
for modern human relations and 
future history.

The class has officially adopted 
as its mascot a sea urchin which 
will be observed further in the 
laboratory. Yhe purple, prickly 
sea animal, resembling a tiny por- 
cupine, was named “Speedball” by 
one of the young ‘scientists. 

Sea urchins, explained Mr. W. J. 
Robinson, spend years drilling a 
home for themselves in the granite 
rocks along the coast so that the 
pounding waves cannot destroy 
them. In this process the prickly 
extremities "wear away and then re- 
generate, but often the urchin is 
held prisoner in his own abode be- 
cause of the increase in size after 
the home is burrowed. 

Many other interesting creatures 
were discovered by the adventurous 
students as they climbed over rocks 
and waded through the water.

All: 
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State Library 
Offers Books 


Through a co-operative system of 
interlibrary loan among the li- 
braries of the United States stu- 
dents in a small school such as ours 
have access to unlimited library fa- 
cilities. Requests for books not in 
our library are sent first to the 
State Library in Sacramento. If the 
book is in their collection it is sent 
directly to us on a four-weeks’ loan 
and can be renewed for a longer 
period if needed. 

If the book requested is not in 
the State Library collection it is 
searched for in their union catalog 
which lists holdings in the princi- 
pal libraries of California. A list 
of libraries having the books is 
then sent to us and the book is 
requested by us from one of the 
holding libraries. Even the books 
in the Library of Congress are 
available to students for special 
work. 

All large college and university 
libraries honor requests from other 
libraries for books in their collec- 
tions. This is particularly impor- 
tant for unpublished material such 
as these which are available only 
in the libraries of the school grant- 
ing the degrees. Recently we re- 
quested and received a doctor’s the- 
sis from Cornell University. In 
addition to the libraries mentioned 
we have received interlibrary loans 
from the University of California, 
Stanford University, Los Angeles 
Public Library, and the Los An- 
geles County Library. © 

Of course, there is the disadvan- 
tage of time delay in getting ma- 
terials through interlibrary loan 
and students are urged to get re- 
quests in well in advance of the 
time the book is needed.

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Panthers-Lobos to Battle 
In Thanksgiving Classic 


The upset-minded Hartnell Panther gridders will venture into the 
rival Monterey Peninsula Lobos lair for the annual Thanksgiving Day 
classic, Thursday, November 22. A 


Although the bitter enemies have not had impressive season records, 
the two teams will fight to the last man for a Turkey Day victory. Con- 
sequently, a large throng of Salinas and Monterey area fans will be 
expected to jam the new Monterey Peninsula College Stadium. 


The Wolf Pack will be a two to three touchdown favorite on the basis 
of their 4-win, 4-loss standing. Hartnell will enter the game with either 
a 2-6 or a 1-7 record, pending the outcome of the Marin-Panther clash 
tomorrow night. 

Monterey started their season with a bang, winning an intersectional 
clash with Everett Junior College of Washington, scoring two touch- 
downs in the final quarter. The score was 14 to 9. A powerful College 
of Sequoia eleven was too much to cope with, the Lobos bowing 15-0. 

The Marin Mariners then gave Monterey a run for their money, los- 
ing out on the short end of a 14-12 score. Larry Segovia’s extra points 
were the margin of victory. The Wolf Pack gained momentum by lam- 
basting the Taft Cougars, 29-7, after trailing 7-0 at halftime. Hartnell 
dropped a heartbreaker to the same Oiler eleven the week before, 26-27. 
A strong Grant Tech took M.P.C. to camp, 14-13. Menlo, who has al- 
ready won the first pennant of the newly formed Coast Counties divi- 
sion of the N.C.J.C.C., slaughtered the Lobos, 45-27. The Oaks also 
looked impressive in humbling the Harts, 30-7. Fresno then handed 
Monterey their third consecutive defeat. Returning to their win- 
ning ways, the Lobos turned back the Contra Costa East Vikings, 20-7, 
in a torrential downpour. Tomorrow they host a tough Coalinga outfit 
in their final scrap before tangling with the Panthers Thursday at noon. 

Last year, Monterey’s powerhouse eleven edged a fighting but out- 
manned Hart squad, 12-0All the big guns of last year have gone on to 
play college ball elsewhere, but the Lobos have imported several good 
men to partially compensate for the graduated ’50 team. Added to them 
are many of their local high school stars, which makes up a fairly strong 
ball club. Monterey’s weakness, as Hartnell’s, lies in their inconsistent 
performances. They have appeared very potent at times while on other 
occasions they have played sloppy ball. ‘The following is a brief com- 
parison of the two offensive units and the sports department's game 
prediction:
